or shall offer to make such bet or 
wager either by verbal proclamation 
thereof, or by any written or printed 
advertisement, challenge or invite 
any person or persons to make such 
bet or wager, upon conviction thereof 
he or they shall forfeit and pay three 
times the amount so bei or offered to 
be bet. 


"It shall be the duty of every judge, 


sheriff, mayor, alderman, justice of 
the peace or constable knowing of any 
person having offended against this 
act to commence proceedings against 
the person so offending and it shall be 
the duty of grand juries of the respect- 
ive counties within this common- 
wealth to make a presentment of all 
such offenses coming within their 
knowledge." 


The law also makes it the duty of 


those in charge of the poor to bring 
action in cases of a wager and collect 
the money for the benefit of the poor. 
Now since their attention is called to 
it no doubt all the Pittsburg judges, 
and other officers, named in the act, 
will tumble over °ne another to per- 
form their sworn duty and bring pro- 
ceedings to collect 860,000 from the 
Hon. Matthew Stanley Quay, United 
States senator froiff Pennsylvania, for 
violating the statute law of tue com- 
monwealth. The statute of limitations 
runs two years agalnot tUis offense 
and hence that favorite method of de-

WASHINGTON, August 10 —The re- 
ort that the president expects to call 


special session of the senate early 
November for the purpose of secur- 


ng the ratification of a treaty which 
e has negotiated with Cuba is re- 
arded by leading Democrats as an- 
ther evidence a! the auto/u'atle- atti- 
ude of the executive. Mr. Roosevelt, 
>er ainoa his accession to the presi- 
ency, has shown a disposition to re- 
ard his office of an importance not 
arranted by the Constitution and to 
.iminate congress in every instance 
ossible. Now he proposes to clim- 
ate 
t[bo house oi representatives 


roui participation in legislation which 


clearly its prerogative., The Oonsti- 


ution expressly states that in all 
eveuue producing measures tho house 
iust take the initiative and a reui- 
rocity ^reaty is only a revenue meag- 
re in, a different form. However, the 
ouse refused to jield 10 the wishes of 
he esevutlve during the last session, 
nd now that the president believes ha 
an control sufficient votes in the sen- 
te to carry out his purpose, he pro- 
tes to ignore the house entirely. 
is belief is likely to receive a severe 
hock, however, s.ay certain prominent 
einoarats. It will be necessary for him 
secure the support of several Demo- 


ratie senators to effect the ratifioa- 
on of the Cuban treaty, and it is not 
kely thai Democrats, regardless of 
leir views in regard to the raorlts of 
he trea,ty itself oau be persuaded to 
ote ior its ratification when by so 
oing they would be stultifying the 
ipress provisions of the Qonatitution. 
n the words o i a prominent Democrat, 
•ho is in Washington, "the president 
as calculated without his host." 
Representative Livingston, who slop- 
ed off in Washington on his way to 
:aiue, where he will take the stump 
or the Democratic party, predicts that 
here will be a deficit in the oountry's 
uanees for the ilsoal year of 840,000,- 
QO. He places the expenditures au- 
lorUed by oongross at 31,019,000,000 
nd the same congress repealed the 
ar revenue tax bill. Therefore, he 
ays, tho expenditures will exceed the 
eceipts by 840,000,000. 
This, he be- 


eves, will be hailed with joy by the 
ankprs, for it will mean a bond issue 


whiqh will enable them to predicate an 
ncreased circulation without paying 
he high premiums which United States 
onds are now commanding. He says 
hat the administration 
will issue 


onds and attempt to make the people 
olieve that they are issued in order to 
leet a demand for government aeouri- 
es which arises as a result of the ex- 
reme prosperity of the country. It is 
ot considered likely, however, that 
he government will find it necessary 
o issue bonds for the especial purpose 
f meeting a deficit. An Issue of bonds 
s provided 'ov by the Hpooner resolu- 
.011 authorizing the construction of 
he Panama canal, and already the 
Hicials are counting on that issue to 
elp out the secretary in his efforts, to 
meet the deficit. There is little doubt 
ut that Senator Spooner was requcst- 
d by tho administration to provide 
or that bond issue of 3130,000,000 for 
aat very purpose. 
Senator Wellington, of Maryland, 


who was in Washington recently, 
tated that he strongly advouated 
onstitutional 
amendment 
which 


would extend the presidential term to 
ix years and make it impossible for 
,ny man to serve a second term. 
He 


aid that the president had more pow- 
ir than the Czar of Russia, by virtue of 
latronage which is at his disposal,and 
hat no man could be elected president 
and resist the temptation to use that 
lower to further his ambitions and se- 
:ure his re-election. 
He stated that 


le regarded the whole trend of the Re- 
mblican party as toward imperialism 
and as a menace to the future of tho 
•epublic. 
He believed there was a 


constant tendency on the part of the 
ixecutive to encroach on the legislative 
branch of the government and that 
some remedy which would effectually 
check such encroachment should be 
adopted. 
Summing up his remarks, 


the senator said: 
"The American 


>eople have put aside all the higher 
deals of past generations and have 
settled down to gross materialism."

The chief characteristics of this mod- 


ern sport are that the contention must 
last till one of the brutes is beaten al- 
most to death, a helpless, disgraced 
wreck of poor humanity. I was led to 
this train of thought by an illustration 
which appeared on Sunday morning 
last in one of tbe journals of the high- 
est and mist respectable character, 
where two little brutes weighing less 
than 100 pounds contended for a prize 
of Sr»0,000 and the so-called champion- 
ship of the featherweights. I wonder 
how many kinds of weights, there are 
in the prize ring. 
First comes the 


heavy weight, a brute that kicks the 
beam at over 150 pounds, then comes 
the welter weight, between 150 and 130 
pounds, then comes the middle weight, 
which shifts about to as many changes 
as the pugilist desires to go, then the 
light weight, below 125 pounds, then 
comes the feather weight, anywhere 
below 100. It is a pitiful sight to see 
two handsome boys enter the prize 
ring surrounded by ruffians of every 
c'ass and when one delivers the final 
blow which brings his opponent near 
to the gates of death, after counting 
ten seconds without staggoring to his 
feet to renew the contest, the victory 
is announced, then occurs that wild

He came to America 
full of ambition and accomplishment 
He spoke Greek and Latin, Italian, 
Spanish and Garman, but unfortunate- 
ly for him he had never studied 
English. Arriving in New York, he 
soon discovered that his high educa- 
tional accomplishments were of little 
avail to him, for business of all classe* 
here in America were transacted in the 
English language. 


Day after day he tramped the streets, 


bat no one would give him employ- 
ment, owing to his lack of the English 
language. 
He was something of a 


musician and at last he found employ- 
ment in a dance house in the lower 
part of Greenwich street, where night 
after night he played for the dances 
of 
drunken 
sailors 
and 
depraved 


women. 
The degradation was too 


much for him at last, so he left the 
cellar and alter a few days he found 


and there provided with shelter and 
food, the policemen and the officers 
paying for whatever they needed, for 
the city seems to have made no provis- 
ion for aueh pitiful and 
wretched 


cases. A short time ago in one of my 
letters I alluded to the effort that was 
being made for food reform, and this 
reminds me that one of the finest ef- 
forts ever made in that direction was 
made by William Waldorf Astor. 
He 


was then the senatorial representative 
from Eockland county in the legisla- 
ture of this state. With no cost to the 
state he gathered around him a body 
of chemists, chemical analysis was 
made of foods gathered in from the 
stores; there were no prize packages 
selected for the occasion, but they 
were those in general use, and the 
result WES that nearly 90 per cent. 
was adulterated. Flour, sugar, coffee, 
tea and all the articles commonly 
used for human food came under the 
condemnation of Mr. Astor. He drew 
up a bill which, after a desperate fight, 
was adopted by tbe legislature and 
signed by the governor. It is on the 
statute book to-day, but it is as dead a 
letter as Pharaoh is in his tomb.

law are found in articles that are used 
by most every family in the state. 
It 


is almost impossible to get a cup of de- 
cent coffee. The teas we purchase, de- 
clared to be the best, are a disgrace to 
China and Japan and to tha islands of 
the sea wherever tea ia raised. 
The 


Island of Java has torn up its coffee 
bushes, the raising of coffee being no 
longer profitable. 
Yet we are assured 


by the largest mercantile houses in the 
state that the finest Java and Moea eof 
fee can be furnished at fifteen cents a 
pound, when they know very well that 
they can hardly be raised for thirty 
cents. 


We now blame Mr. Astor for 


nouncing his citizenship.

square and honest effort to serve his 
fellow-citizens and they paid him with 
the basest ingratitude. Disgusted with 
his legislative experience, he was in 
duced to run for congress.

"A person absolutely without sleep 


for nine days will die." says a writer 
In Ainslee's. "Sufferers 1'rom insomnia 
sometimes maintain that they have 
gone for weeUs without sleeping, but it 
has been proved that they do sleep 
without being aware of it At a cer- 
tain point sleep is inevitable, uo mat- 
ter what the bodily condition, tbe a1- 
ternative being death. Prisoners have 
slept on the rack of the inquisition. 
And tlie Chinese found that only the 
greatest ingenuity and vigilance could 
carry out a sentence of death by sleep- 
lessness. This mode of capital punish- 
ment was long in favor in China and is 
said to be so today, while as a form of 
torture deprivation of sleep is consid- 
ered one of the most efficacious weap- 
ons in the Chinese judicial arsenal. 
In some such cases the prisoner is 
kept iu a cage too small to stand up or 
lie down in and constantly prodded 
with a sharp rod. Death by starvation, 
also a Chinese punitive method, Is a 
slower process and therefore, one 
would think, more calculated to appeal 
to the oriental mind if it were not 
that death by sleeplessness is thought 
so much more painful. I" the lat- 
ter case the brain is the lirst affect- 
ed of all the organs of the body, while 
In case of starvation the brain longest 
retains its normal weight and charac- 
ter. 


"A corresponding mode of taming 


wild elephants is said to be depriving 
the animals of sleep when lirst caught. 
Iu a few days they become compara- 
tively spiritless and harmless. The 
brain of the elephant is held to be 
more highly developed than that of 
any other wild animal, but of course 
as compared with a human brain can 
be easily fatigued by new impressions 
and so made very dependent on sleep. 
The wild elephant In his native Jungle, 
however, is said to sleep very little-a 
further point for the theory of the uni- 
versal ratio of sleep to Intelligence. 
A man taken out of his habitat and 
placed in conditions which he never 
could have imagined—if transported 
to Mars, say—would doubtless need an 
extraordinary amount of sleep at first. 
There Is the almost parallel case of a 
German boy, Casper Hauser, who up 
to the age o£ eighteen was kept in ono 
room where he had no intercourse with 
human beings or sight of any natural 
object, not even the sky. At eighteen 
be was brought to Nuremberg anil 
abandoned in the street. For the first 
few months of his life among men In' 
slept almost constantly and so soundly 
that it was very bard to wake him."

To avoid the trouble of housekeep- 


ing, many wealthy Parisians board 
with their butler, KO to speak. Instead 
of ordering the food for the household 
from day to day, they pay a lixed sum 
per month to their butler or housekeep- 
er, who contracts to supply them with 
the usual three meals per day, com- 
posed of the customary courses, says 
What to Eat. Tbe price paid for this 
service varies in accordance with the 
style of living. If guests be invited to 
dinner or any sort of entertainment be 
given, an extra sum per head is paid. 
In this way the lady of the house 
avoids the ;:nnoy:ince of butchers' and 
bakers' hit's, and if the butler does 
not keep his part of the contract it is 
easy enough to lind another to replace 
him. Of course, the president's house- 
hold is carried out on this plan on a 
large scale, and many of the big stores 
supply all their employees with daily 
meals in the same maimcr. Tbe banks 
and other administrations of similar 
nature often furnish the noonday meal 
to their cU'i-Us by contract, the latter 
paying a trilling sum toward the cost 


The IHniuitufture of Plim. 


In 17TD a prlzo was given to the 


colonist of Carolina 
who produced 


the first native pins and needles. Dur- 
ing the war of ISli whi-n, owing to 
restrictions upon eoiiiini'iTU, the price 
of pins rose to the enormous sum of 
$1 per paper, the manufacture was 
actually started in the United States. 
but does not seem to have met with 
success, as the enterprise was soon 
abandoned. The industry was not fair- 
ly started in this country until the 
year 1S30.

England, were made with globular 
heads of fine twisted wire, made sep- 
arately, and secured to the shank by 
compression from a falling block aud 
die.

Tlie Colorinu- Qualities of Pepper. 
Canaries whe.n fed with cjayenne pep- 


per gradually change their color, pass- 
ing from yellow to red. Cayenne pep- 
pin- contains a tinctorial substance, an 
irritative principle and an oil. 
When 


tbe last two substances are extracted 
by steeping in alcohol, pepper loses its 
coloring properties, but an addition of 
olive oil restores them. From Ibis fact 
the conclusion is drawn that the oily 
principle of pepper is the necessary 
vehicle of color. 
Experiments made 


with white bens gave .similar results. 
These hens have also the quality of be- 
ing able to indicate changes of tem- 
perature by n marked cliuuge of plum- 
age. The yolk of their egg is bright 
red.

The chief value and advantage of 


salad plants are derived from their sa- 
line matters. In these they are com- 
paratively rich, especially in potash 
salts. Cooking generally extracts theso 
from vegetables, and consequently such 
vegetables as can be eaten in an un- 
cooked state present these unclianged 
and in a most agreeable form in the 
crisp, cool and succulent leaves, which 
also serve to introduce a large amount 
of water into tbe system.
